Americans Going W ith~T. F. Ryan 
Expedition — May Find 
Rubber. 


New* York —An exploring expedition 
is to leave Jacksonville, Fla., in a few 
days to pass several months in 
the 
tropical

Venezuela 
Clipt A. C. Jueil of this city will leave
